Washington, Dec. 8.—Tne galleries of 


the house yesterday were almost as 
crowded as on Monday, the debate on 
the Roberts case being the attraction. 
After an interesting debate of three 
hours the house, by a vote of 302 to 30, 
adopted the resolution offered by Mr. 
Taylor of Ohio for the appointment of 
a special committee to Investigate the 
charges against Mr. Roberts. 


Previously "the house had rejected a 


substitute resolution! offered by Mr. 
Richardson, the leader of the minority, 
to allow Mr. Roberts to be sworn in, and 
to send the whole case to the Judiciary 
committee. 
This substitute resolution, 


however, by no means commanded the 
full Democratic strength. 
Only 57 


members voted for It. 
Of the SO who 


than voted against the Taylor resolu- 
tion, all were Democrats except two, Mr. 
Loud of California, Republican, and Mr. 
Newlands, a silverite, from Nevada, 


By the terms of the resolution, Mr. 


Roberta is not only excluded from all 
participation in the proceedings of the 
house until the committee reports and 
then the house passes upon his case, but 
he is denied a seat in the hall. Whether 
this will be interpreted to deny him ad- 
mission within the chambei pending the 
disposition of his case is yet to be de- 
cided. 


The reading of the president's message 


was completely overshadowed by the 
dramatic proceedings which resulted In 
the action of the house. The galleries 
were thronged with spectators, mostly 
women, who sat patiently through the 
three weary hours that preceded the 
debate, and then waited three hour* 
more, until it was concluded. 


T'he most remarkable feature of the 


debate was the fact that Mr. Roberts' 
presentation of his own side of the case,1 
which lasted almost an hour, became so 
eloquent that he won the sympathy of 
many of those in the gallaries, and was 
several times showered with applause. 
It was evident that he realized that the 
house was overwhelmingly against him, 
and at times he spoke fiercely and de- 
fiantly. 


Mr. Taylor conducted the case on hia 


Side. 
Mr. Richardson championed his 


resolution. 
During the debata Mr. 


Grosvenor (Rep., O.) rose to indignantly 
repel an insinuation by Mr. Roberta that 
the president had knowingly appointel 
men guilty of polygamy to federal offices 
in Utah.

. Boston. Dec. 6.—If the results Been 
In municipal elections in 15 cities of this 
commonwealth yesterday count for any- 
thing, an important point has bean 
reached in the political life of Mas- 
sachusetts citizens. The cut-and-dried 
affair of voting for strictly party can- 
didates—either Republican or Demo- 
crat—would appear to be at an end, by 
the growth- of, greater independence 
among the individual voters, combined 
with the spread of Socialistic doctrines. 
Heretofore, the license question -waftthe 
only opportunity for referendum, and 
that was purely local in its effect. 
Sometimes, however, it far exceeded 
party supremacy in Importance.

Our Paris Fasbiop Letter.

ARIS, Nov. 11.—The late brilliancy 
of the skies and the moderateness 
of the weather havn been much ap- 


preciated in Paris, for on this account 
very few of the grand monde have re- 
mained out of the city at their country 
chateaux or any of the numerous con- 
tinental resorts from one to the other of 
which the world weary fashionables flit, 
seeking for new sensations. 
The ha- 


bitues of the Longchamps course are 
even more elegantly arrayed than usu- 
al, if such a thing could be possible. 
The most delicate of shades and the 
most costly of garments are worn at 
the Sunday races. 


Many nindsome models are construct- 


ed of the popular satin faced cloth. 
Gorgeous redtngotes often cover smart 
toilets. They are donned when the 
wearer goes about the grounds, but are 
thrown open to display the gown be- 
neath when she is seated upon the 
(rand stand. The Duchass de Noailles 
has several times appeared wearing a 
red qlolh redingote particularly becom- 
ing to her. 


The Duchess d'Uzes, always well 


dressed, recently attracted attention by 
a very fetchyig toilet of pigeon's egg 
blue. It was cut with a bolero Jacket 
which developed from 
beneath 
the 


black velvet folds, extending across the 
front from the shoulders, the velvet 
on the back forming a very graceful 
hood. The high collar was pointed at 
the side and finished below with a jabot 
of lace that fell over the front of the 
bodice. A yoke of guipure lace covered 
the shoulders and a pointed girdla of 
lace clasped the'waist. 


Some of the most magnificent cos- 


tumes feeen in Paris for some time are 
exploited., by the cast of "La Bonne 
Hostes'se," a play that is delighting the 
Parisians at the Vaudeville theater. It 
ii not much of a play, either in re- 
apeet to dramatic merit or originality, 
although since it is a great deal more 
than a trifle risque it is quite popular 
with the boulevardiers, whose taste in 
such matters is not always of the most 
delicate. 
Some very pretty actresses 


enliven the three dreary acts, and their 
appearance is enough to save even a 
worse play than "La Bonne Hostesse." 
Mile. Thomas, who plays the part 
of a young 'and foolish wife very 
charmingly, comes out in the first act 
garbed in a delicious toilet of sea green 
crepe de chine garnished with two deep 
flounces of plaited white mousseline do 
BOie. The flounces are headed by chif- 
fon ruches -of. green.

CONCERNING EGGS 


T« Clean Silk. 


Remove any grease spots before com- 


mencing: with the sponging of either 
black or colored silks, using: a lump 
of magnesia and rubbing it on wet if 
the color will endure water, or tear a 
visiting card apart and with the soft 
inside part rub, and the grease will 
disappear. French chalk removes grease 
and does not injure colored silks. 
Scrape a little on the spot, rub it in, and 
let it remain 24 hours, and then brush 
it off. Repeat the process if necessary; 
iome create spots are hard to remove. 


A very simple method is to sponge the 


silk on the wrong, side with warm water 
and alcohol, one-third of the latter to 
twice as much water, and iron on the 
same side with a barely warm iron until 
the silk 1* dry. Sponging with hot, 
strained coffee !• particularly good for 
grosgraln silk, which Is very apt to 
have a greasy 'appearance. Shake the 
silk in the air to remove part of the 
liquid, but never wring it. 


A French method is to sponge the silk 


on both sides with spirits of wine and 
then iron on the. wrong; aide with a 
pl*c* of crinoUnt betweem it and -the 
iron, Black- ribbon* are cleaned Just 
n* black Bilk la and may be ironed or 
rolled imoothhr over a brtom handle 
until dry. 
I 


It is by no means an easy matter to 


economize in eggs, for they are indis- 
pensable, even when only plain cook- 
ing is required. But as they become 
dearer the housewife who has to man- 
age on a very moderate allowance wil 
be obliged to cut down the weekly sup- 
ply, and she will then have to consider 
how many eggs may be used when ar- 
ranging the various meals for each day 
and order dishes accordingly. 


It is false »conomy to purchase In- 


ferior eggs, even if they are sold at a 
low price, for they are deficient, in nu- 
tritive properties, the fhells are often 
little more than three parts full and it 
is seldom possible to separate the white 
from the yolk successfully. Moreover, 
the eggs are so watery that they fail 
to coat rissoles—or anything which is 
egged and crumbed—sufficiently, to pre- 
vent them from becoming sodden In the 
fat in which they are fried. 
,The majority of cooks do not know 
that it is quite unnecessary to use two 
whole eggs for a dish of rissoles suffi- 
cient for three or four persons. 
The 


yolk should be well beaten and mixed 
with the mince after it is taken from 
the fire, but while it is still hot, to bind 
it, and the white, if well whisked with 
a pinch of Halt, will be quite sufficient 
to dip the rissoles into before coating 
them with bread crumbs. 


If the hard boiled yolk of an tax is 


required for a little savory dish, as a 
rule a whole egg is boiled, and in the 
event of the yolk only being required 
the chances are the white is wasted. 
To obviate waste of this description the 
eggs should be carefully broken (if pos- 
sible into a little egg separator) and the 
white divided from the yolk. The latter 
can then be boiled until it is hard in 
salted water, and the uncooked white 
can be used for glazing a tart, making 
a batter or for brushing over fl«h, etc., 
before covering it with flour or bread 
crumbs, and it can also be turned t* ac- 
count in many other ways. 


In the event of the cooked white of-an 


egg being required, it can be poached 
alone until it is firmly set. In this case 
the uncooked yolk will be available, and 
it will not be difficult to flnd some way 
of using it. The addition of a little milk 
will make the yolk of an egg go farther 
than it would otherwise do.

brandy. Mix the ingredients well to- 
gether and give a tablespoonful when 
needed. Another form of brandy mix-- 
ture which'is suitable - for • an invalid 
to.take in change,with meat.broths if 
prepared thus: .Beat the yolk of a.new 
aid egg very thoroughly; then add a 
wineglasaful of milk, a tablespoonful 
of -brandy and sugar t» taste. The jmix- 
.ure' is often disliked on account of .the. 
raw taste of the egg, but this mar be 
ibvitted by pouring boiling milk on-to 
the egg and letting it stand until it i» 
c«ld, when the brandy should be added. 


Apple Trifle. 


Peel and slice a pound of apples and 


boil them with two tablespoonf uls • of 
water, an ounce of brown sugar (or 
more, if they are very sour) and a small 
stick of cinnamon until they are re- 
duced to a pulp; then add half an ounce 
of butter, a few drops of carmine, th« 
grated rind of a lemon, and, after beat- 
ing them up well, pass them through' a 
sieve. Cut some sponge cakes through 
into two pieces, spread them thickly 
with the prepared apple, which should 
be cold, and Join the pieces together 
again. 
Place the sponge cakes in ' a' 


deep glass dish and pour some »h*rry over 
them and let them soak for an hour or 
two before the dish is required. 
cover them with a thick boiled custard, 
scatter some desiccated cocoanut over 
the top .which has been 'colored red. 
with carmine and serve tb* trifle at 
one*.

TBUST8 AND LAJMM& 


A correspondent In a communication 


ieiaewhere printed refers to our recent 
comment on Samuel Gompers' testi- 
mony before the industrial commission 
'and diacusiea the trust problem. He 
.takes the ground that organized labor 
will not be able to take care of itself 
until a state of things is established In 
which there will be government con- 
trol of transportation, co-operation 
between labor and capital and labor 
•baring with capital its risks and re- 
•ponsiblllties. 


We take It that this la the state of 


things for which labor in contending 
rather than the state under which 
labor wants to wage its contest Such 
a state of things obtaining, labor's 
struggle would have about ended. Of 
course it would still be Incumbent 
upon labor to hold the ground won and 
to maintain its front to compel the 
highest possible reward for iU en- 
deavors. . 


Our correspondent la correct In say- 


ing that "cleaned up dirt" capital, 
is better able to take car* of Itself 
than those who stand ready to dig for 
"dirt," labor. This to due to the fact 
th*t capital can lie idle with compara- 
lively little lorn while labor must 
wbrk or starve, the great central fact 
of the whole Question. Yet there are 


.grounds for the argument of Mr, 


Gompers, that legislation restrictive of 
trusts might be turned against labor 
! and that organized labor is able to 


take care of itself in the fight with 
trusts. 


We do not know what was in Mr. 


Gompers' mind when he made his 
point about restrictive legislation. If 
he made explanation, s the explanation 
did not get into the newspaper reports 
or escaped our attention. But this is 
certain, that legislation controlling 
trusts, beyond what may relate to their 
capitalistic::, must be directed against 
their organization as a price increasing 
and price controlling agency. Why is 
It not possible to look on organized 
labor, with its demands for higher 
wages and a shorter work-day, as a 
price increasing agency, and why, 
then, are Mr. Gompers' fears wholly 
unfounded? We do not believe that a 
law directed against labor in this re- 
gard could ever be enforced, nor do 
we believe a law directed against 
trusts for controlling prices will ever 
be enforced successfully, still much 
time may be wasted and much trouble 
can be causeed by making1 the attempt. 
We believe that'labor has a right to 
ask as high a price for itself as it 
chooses and Is under no obligation to 
sell unless it can get that price. So 
do we believe that a trust has a right 
to ask whatever price it pleases for its 
commodity and has a right to refuse 
to sell at a lower figure. Public senti- 
ment will ultimately recognize these 
rights, and it will become clear both to 
aggregations of capital and to the pub- 
lic, that competition must forever re- 
main the absolute price-maker. Trusts, 
in the manufacturing world, can never 
become monopolies and will never be 
beyond the reach of competition. A 
trust beyond the reach of competition 
would be a public benefactor, for then 
it would be manufacturing and selling 
at a price to shut />ut all competitors. 


We believe that Mr. Gompers is 


quite correct when he says organized 
labor Is able to 
take care of itself 


against trusts. It is certainly better 
able to take care of itself in a day 
when large aggregations of capital is 
the rule than in a day when myriads 
of small manufacturers is the rule. The 
reason, is obvious. Reduce the num- 
ber of employing units and you reduce 
the points of attack for labor in its 
contest against capital, and, at the 
same time you bring an understanding 
between labor and capital much more 
within the range of probability.

Uacabebe* Have Turned O»t to B« 


Both Lowl and Brave. 


When Lieutenant Batson of the 


Fourth cavalry organized his regiment 
of Macabebe scouts, there was much 
speculation among army officers as to 
whether the venture would prove a 
success or whether the Macabebes 
would prove, like American Indian 
scouts, unreliable, says the Manila cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Record. 
Many were of the opinion that tbe 
Macabebes would prove disloyal and 
that they would either sell or confis- 
cate their arms and .equipments. As 
a race the Macabebes are enemies to 
the Tagalogs. 
Still there are many 


Macabebes who have married into Ta- 
galog families and who, through do 
meatlc and commercial association, 
have forgotten the rase feud and be- 
come strong friends of the Tagalogs. 
It was feared, therefore, that sonie 
of these men- would join the scouts to 
secure guns and ammunition and then 
desert and join the insurgents. Many 
Macabebes volunteered thejr services 
to the United States long before the 
present regiment was organized, and, 
while It has been experimental until 
recently, the Macabebes have been 
found both loyal and brave. 


The organization is now recruited up 


to 200. There are four companies of 
BO men each. Their uniform consists 
of a blue linen skirt, khaki trousers, a 
straw hat with a wide blue band and 
eagle ornament mounted on a dark 
blue shield of felt." They are armed 
with the Krag-Jorgensen carbine and 
wear the regulation web belt across tha 
left shoulder instead of around the 
waist They do not wear shoes, pre- 
ferring their feet bare, as has always 
been their custom. 
They ape very 


proud of their equipment and take 
great care of their carbines, which are 
never out of their sight. They show 
deep respect for their American offi- 
cers, a respect which closely borders 
on love, and in return they are treated 
With the utmost kindness. 


SUGAR DIET FOR TROOPS. 


German Government's Experiment* 


Produced Satisfactory Result*. 


Germany has just completed elab- 


orate experiments with sugar as a 
food for troops, says a London dis- 
patch to the New York'Sun. The ob- 
ject was to test the advantages of a 
sugar diet in cases where great exer- 
tions were to be made within a brief 
period. 
According to the reports of 


experiments in various army corps, 
a favorable result has been secured. 
Professor Pfuhl, head of the physio- 
logical laboratory of the army depart- 
ment, states it has been proved that 
a sugar diet increases tbe muscular 
power in a comparatively short time, 
considerably shorter than does the 
white of an egg. The effect of the 
latter, however, is 
more lasting, 


though sugar has the advantage of 
being much cheaper. 
The extraordi- 


nary rapidity with which sugar is ab- 
sorbed by the body explains its rapid 
effect upon the nervous system, which 
Is of the greatest 'importance in all 
cases where speedy bodily recupera- 
tion is desired, as la long distance 
marching. 


Professor Pfuhl, in a series of exper- 


iments on himself, found that after 
long walks three or four lumps of 
sugar removed all feelings of lassitude 
and to a certain extent restored the 
elasticity of the muscles, this effect 
being frequently produced in a quarter 
of an hour. He is of the opinion that 
artificial substitutes for sugar, such as 
saccharin, have not the same effect. 


Professors Senator and Munk of Ber- 


lin university have come to the conclu- 
sion that sugar has a high nutritive 
value as the purest and most easily 
soluble hydrate of carbon. A certain 
minimum of albumen, differing ac- 
cording to individual cases, must be 
supplied in any circumstances and 
cannot be replaced by sugar, but sugar 
6s a food is very valuable, both on ac- 
count of its cheapness and the ease 
With which it is manufactured. 


BOON TO FARMERS. 
[ 


Thrashing Engine U*ed to Transport 


Grain From Farm to Market. 


A. J, WakefieW of Sioox Falls, 8. D., 


has found a new use for thrashing en- 
gines which promises to revolutionize 
the present method of transporting 
grain from the farms of South Dakota 
to tbe nearest market point*. 


As an experiment be tied five wag- 


ons together and, after loading them 
with an aggregate of 490 bushels of 
wheat, coupled the thrasher engine 
with which he had garnered the grain 
to the string of wagons and started for 
Faulkton. 
The trip of 15 miles was 


made in six hours, says the Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. Wakeneld had but one as- 
sistant. During the trip of tbe curi- 
ous train along the country roads the 
farmers Hying along the route tem- 
porarily abandoned-their work in order 
to watch the strange sighf. When the 
unusual procession entered Faulkton, 
it attracted the attention of hundreds 
of townspeople. 


Wakeneld carefully noted the man- 


ner in which the 'engine hauled ita 
load and is satisfied that tbe capacity 
of tbe engine is sufficient to haul dou- 
ble the number of loaded wagons 
transported on the experimental trip. 
It is therefore his purpose to haul 
about 1,000 bushels of grain on the 
next and subsequent trips. 
Several 


good results are noticeable from the 
experiment. 


Notwithstanding the consumption of 


coal, the employment of the thrasher 
engine makes, in Wakefteld's opinion, 
a considerable saving both in time and 
money over the usual method of haul- 
Ing grain to market with horses. Fif- 
ty bushels of grain is an ordinary load 
for a team of horses. Thus the 490 
bushels hauled by the thrasher engine 
on the experimental trip would have 
required ten trips it hauled by team.

labor are interwoven and Interdepend- 
ent no one will deny the fact that de- 
veloped capital, "cleaned up dirt," is 
better able to take care of itself than 
those who stand ready to dig for it: 
The remedy for the trust question, is 
in the address of the late Boswell P, 
Flower. A trust justly administered 
would secure a, living1 wage for emr 
ploye and a living price for the com- 
modity. State and national control of 
transportation with co-operation on 
the part of labor with capital in its 
risks and responsibilities will tend to 
an amicable settlement of this ques- 
tion.

brought about labor with Its present 
unlimited supply will notl always be 
able to care of itself.

quire that cases of truancy shall be 
punished, much care Itaa been taken 
to prevent undue pressure on thevchil- 
dren and all parents are Invited to re- 
port to the superintendent any In- 
stance of unfair treatment that it may 
be investigated."

Colonel Baden-Powell , In Hia 


Book Advlaei Imitation. 
j 


Next to General Lord Methuen,] 


whose advance to the relief of Kimber- 
ley has made him the talk of England, 
there is no more popular idol among 
bis British brethren than Colonel Ba- 
den-Powell. His defense of Mafekinj^ 
with only a handful of trained soldiers 
and against terrible odds, has impress* 
ed the public mind. Colonel Baden- 
Powell Is a cavalry officer—in fact, hfe 
Is the only real rough rider in the 
British army. He has made scouting 
a study and has developed it into an 
art, says the New Tork Journal. In 
doing this he has looked to the Ameri- 
can army and to the worldwide fame 
of the western warriors for his inspira- 
tion. In the book that he has just Is- 
sued he frequently attests the value 
that he has received from following 
the hints and habits of Colonel W. F. 
Cody and other American scouts. 
"Buffalo Bill" he always calls his tu- 
tor, while of Burnham, who was mas- 
sacred by the Matabeles on the Slmn- 
ganl, he tells the following interesting 
Story, showing the extreme value of 
the sense of touch: "Burnham, the 
American scout, who made his way, 
back to the main body when Wilson's 
party were massacred on the Shangani 
In Matabeleland, did so by feeling his 
way along the track made by the party, 
in coming." 


In a chapter on "Quickness of Eye" 


Colonel Powell says: "Quickness of 
eye and ear gives a scout Immense ad- 
vantages. It is one of the secrets of 
successful scouting. 
Once you know 


that you are a little sharper at it than 
most men and are not likely to be 
caught napping by an enemy you can 
work with the greatest confidence and 
certainty against hlua_ Quickness of 
eye means ability to see an object the 
moment it Is within possibility of be- 
ing seen, whether before or behind 
you, far away or near. It \should be a 
point of honor with a scout that no- 
body sees any object that he has not 
already seen for himself. For this 
your eyes must be never resting, con- 
tinually glancirg around In every di- 
rection and trained to see objects In 
the far distance. A scout must have 
eyes at the back of his head. 


"Riding with a really trained scout, 


such as 'Buffalo Bill' or Burnham, you 
will notice that while ha talks with 
you his eyes scarcely look you in the 
face for a moment. They keep glanc- 
ing from point to point of the country 
round from sheer force of habit. As 
you move along, say In a hostile coun- 
try, your eyes should be lookir~ "*'_• 
for the epemy or any signs o 
figures, dust rising, birds gettli.^ ip, 
glitter of arms, etc. 


"When riding as one of a party, to 


practice quickness of eye It Is a useful 
practice for the leader to ask questions 
to test the men as to whether they 
have seen some figure In the distance 
or any small points near by. It should 
become a constant practice'with yon 
to notice everything, whether it Is a 
broken cart wheel at the roadside, a 
bent weathercock on a steeple, the 
color of the wool which an old woman 
is knitting in an np stairs window. 
Let nothing be too small to escape 
your notice. 


"Always try to be the first to see any 


new object. It should be a point of 
honor with a scout that nobody sees 
anything, either near or far, that he 
has not already seen for himself, and It 
should be a matter of shame for him 
If he passes by a man without seeing 
him, 
even if 'he be to a certain extent 


hidden,"

Markham Is overwhelmed with offers 


from publishers. His volume of poems 
now Is In its eighth edition, the last 
four being of 5,000 copies each. His 
publishers have voluntarily increased 
the unusually large royalty which se- 
cured the right of publication. He 
does not attempt to write more than 


! two short poems eiich month, but for 


these he receives much more than is 
realized by any of his contemporaries 
In the United States. 


He has refused the editorship of a 


new magazine whpse first issue will 
appear soon, though satisfied that ita 
policy and its finances are above re- 
proach. An Important publisher a few 
days ago tempted him with a proposi- 
tion for a novel. But the poet was 
firm. "I know how to break rocks," 
he said, "and can do so, if necessary, 
but I will not enter a literary field un- 


j familiar to me—at-least, not at pres- 
ent." 
" A few days ago-the poet 'admitted to 
a friend that Ms income, which is 


! from his writtings alone, is six or 


seven times what he had ever before 
received. His volume containing "The 


, Man With the Hoe" has just been pub- 
lished in London by the Harpers, and 
Doubleday & McClure now are prepar- 
ing a special edition, profusely illus- 
trated by Howard Pyle. In a few 
months his second volume of short 
poems will be ready for the press. 


In his new home, with work resumed 


on his great poem, Markham will be 
practically recluse. He has decided to j 
accept no invitations, not to receive 
visitors except on one day of the 
month. This test applies to all except 
a very few Intimate friends. As "The 
Man With the Hoe" is the sermon oc 
the mount of Markham's literary mia- j 
Istrations, his great poem will embody 
the whole of his testament to his peo- 
ple. He says that there is only one 


j th«me for a great poem—the enigma of 
life. This embraces the themes of Mil- 
ton In "Paradise Lost" and -Dante in 
"The Divine Comedy," who atemptefl 
to Justify God's attitude toward man. 
Markham's work will be rin effort to 
Justify life, and his conclusion—char- 
acteristic of all his work—will be op- 
timistic. He will show that humanity 
Is a unit. He will point out the unify- 
ing principle, and, while exhibiting the j 
misery and sorrow of the world with 


i all the force at his command, will show 
that the principle referred to ultimate- 
ly must evolve universal happiness. 


He will show that life IB good ^pri- 


marily and that It is within the power 
of humanity to make it appear good to 
every individual; that heaven, hell and 
all conditions are the natural result of 
law, none being arbitrary; that the uni- 
verse la built on law, and that the 
heart of law 4s love. Humanity being 
a unit, its present state Is due to the 
fact that It is not yet fnlly born. Tho 
present inequality In individuals Is 'ex- 
plained that some assist the Almighty 
In bringing them Into life, that som» 
not-only assist in their own bringing 
forth, but aid others, and that many, 
leaving all to God, lack also human as- 
sistance. The symbol of the latter 
class is "Tbe Man With the Hoe." 


Mr. Markham, in this work, will not 


adhere absolutely to the classical epic 
form. He catalogues his poem as a 
"lyrical epic." The form of the latter

ANECDOTES OF BLAIR. 


•omo That Are Told Abo«t the Fa- 


mous Railroad Magnate. 


The first money the late John. I. 


Blair, railroad builder, earned was by 
trapping inuskrats and rabbits and 
Belling their »k!us at $1 for 1C. Before 
he was 11 years old he was a clerk in 
the general store of his brother at 
Hope, N. J. At 14 be was considered 
tbe best storekeeper in that part of the 
country. Ho thought so himself, and 
at 17 he owned a store of his own. 


Many are the stories still told in j 


Blalrstown, N. J., of John I. Blair's 
early experiences in trade, says the 
New York Sim. One of these is about 
the flrst money he made quickly. 
It 


was when the Morris and Essex canal 
was being built and large numbers of 
men were employed upon the work. 
The great market for their supplies 
was at Paterson. 
Blair was trading 


cotton yarn for butter and selling the 
butter for a shilling a pound at Pater- 
son. His drivers reported to him that 
the workmen on the canal preferred ] 
strong butter to sweet. Immediately 
upon receiving this report Mr. Blair 
bought all the rancid butter he could 
find and mixed it with good butter. He 
found a ready sale for the mixture and 
made $4,000 clear in one year. 


Any number of stories are still told 


In Blairstown which illustrate the char- 
acter of John I., Blair. One refers to 
the only active part Mr. Blair ever took 
in politices. In 1868 the Republicans 
of New Jersey nominated -him for gov- 
ernor. He was defeated, and the cam- 
paign was said to have cost him $90,- 
000, 
a good part of which waa alleged 


to have been pocketed by those who 
posed aa his supporters. 
After the 


election some of his friends were sym- 
pathizing with him over his defeat and 
telling him what a dastardly lot of men 
the politicians were. 


"Oh, don't worry about that," said 


Mr. Blair. "Urn not worrying a bit. 
I have had the benefit of a lot of expe- 
rience. I wouldn't begin to part with 
that experience for what It cost me. 
You see, I was like the fellow down In 
Missouri who raised bugs. He had al- 
ways marketed t/>em in St Louis. 
Somebody told him that he could get a 
good deal more money for his hogs In 
Chicago. So he set out to drive a lot 
of hogs to Chicago. When he got there, 
he found the market had just switched 
around, and hogs were worth much 
more in St. Louis. When he found this 
out, he remarked, 'Well, If I haven't got 
any money, I've had the society of the 
hogs.' I wasn't elected governor, It is 
true, but I have had the society of the 
finest lot of hogs you ever saw." 


One of the man's most striking char- 


acteristics was the rigid economy re- 
garding personal expenditures. This | 
c^racteristic was illustrated in a strik- 
ing-way about a year ago. For three 
or four years it had been necessary to 
have a trained nurse constantly in at- 
tendance on him. One day early last 
winter he called the nurse to him and 
said, "I feel very grateful for all you 
have done for me, 'and I would like to 
have you stay, but I can't afford to un- 
dergo unnecessary expense, and now 
that I'm feeling better I think I shall 
have to let you go." 


The nurse reported to the family 


what Mr. Blair had said, and It wag 
then arranged that she should tell the 
old gentleman that, rather than leave 
a place she had held so long, she would 
work for nothing. Mr. Blair would not 
consent to tjjis arrangement, but he 
finally agreed to accept the nurse's 
ministrations until she could find an- 
other plnce. And so the nurse ren>Pln- 
ed until tlie end.

BOER RIFLEMAN'S SONG. 


Th« annual report of Secretary Wtt- 


eon MUnmarteMi *n tantMnw amount 
of valuable work done by tie agricul- 
tural department in Washington dur- 
ing the part year. He comments par- 
ticularly on tbt) mocesafal extension 
of the weather bureau service around 
the Caribbean M*, giving timely storm 
warnings to the Teasel* of the nary 
and merchant marine, aays the Phila- 
delphla.Publlc Ledger. 


The d'ivteion of entomology baa done 


taluable wort tbia year in abowing 
fruit growera on the Pacific coast the 
proper metLod of fertilizing Smyrna 
flga. It la believed that in a few yean 
the Pacific coe.it win be able to produce 
as fine flga aa are now imported from 
the Mediterranean. 


The department baa gathered much 


information regarding the plants which 
supply India rubber and gutta percha 
and expects, during the coming year, 
to locate in our Island possessions 
cones suitable for the culture of these 
plants. The United States now Im- 
ports about $80,000,000 worth of rub- 
ber annually, and it is thought that a 
large proportion of .this supply can be 
raised in our new Island possessions. 
The same is true of Egyptian cotton, 
of which we import $5,000,000 worth 
annually, while 'he thinks that $200,- 
000,000 worth of tropical products 
which we now import each year can 
all be raised in Porto Bteo, Hawaii and 
the Philippines. 


Much work has been done in the 


hybridizing of grains to secure varie- 
ties which will resist drought, rust 
and cold. The same methods are be- 
ing used to produce hardy orange trees 
and sea island cotton, which will be 
immune to the fungus disease now 
attacking that staple. 


Practical forestry work is being done 


on a large scale among the lumbermen 
of several states. 


Irrigation work in the west bas been 


carried on, and much alkali land has 
been reclaimed. The secretary's recom- 
mendations in this line include irriga- 
tion experiments in the east and south 
outside of the arid region. He thinks 
that congressional action also may be 
necessary in the west on this subject 
of water rights and reservoir rights. 


The experiment station work of the 


department has beep extended to Alas- 
ka and should be extended to Hawaii, 
> 


Porto Rico and the Philippines, so that 
they may be enabled to supply the 
TJnlted States with the tropical prod- 
ucts of which our importations are 
now 1200,000,000 annually.. 


Extensive experiments are being car- 


ried on in road construction, in co- | 
operation with the local authorities of 
the several states, Deluding the build- 
ing of sample roads from the mate- 
rials found in different localities and 
the laying of steel track wagon roads. 


The third year of experimentation 


with hog cholera shows that from 75 
to 80 per cent of the bogs injected 
with serum are saved, 


The secretary strongly recommends a 


more rigid inspection of our export 
.dairy products to counteract the injury 
that has been done to the trade by un- 
scrupulous dealers in the past 


Regarding seed distribution, the sec- 


retary says that there is no need for 
the department to come into competi- 
tion with the sales of seedsmen, but 
that there is room for valuable work 
In the collection and distribution of 
sraeh foreign seeds and plants as are 
adapted to the United States, but 
would not be -secured by private enter- 
prise. 


Tea growing experiments in South 


Carolina are commended, and he notes 
that 8,600 pounds of good tea were 
raised in the garCeos at Bummerville 
In the last season. 


Turkestan alfalfa, introduced by the 


department, has been found a valuable 
forage plant in the wrthwest for re- 
sisting both cold and drought, Its Intro- 
duction, tt is said, probably will add 
millions of dollars to th* annual bay 
product of the country. 


A valuable quality of rice haa been 


introduced from Japan. It is superior 
.to the domestic product, and should it 
succeed in Louisiana hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars will be added yearly 
to the rice growing industry. The sec- 
retary asks for $10,000 to prosecute a 
technical and scientific investigation of 
native drug plant* in fc»^ipciatlon with 
the Pan- American congress.

City 
Printing Put in 


Hands of Mayor 


There were 13 members of the city 


council gathered last evening for the 
closing meeting of the year, and they 
rounded up a good deal of important 
closing business with a good deal of 
debate, adjourning finally to December 
22, when a few more matters may 
come up and the election returns will 
be canvassed. 


There were several matters of inter- 


est to come up, and they were the 
means 
of launching the council at 


times into a revelry of discussion s^ich 
as that body has hardly seen all the 
year before. Among the more im- 
portant matters were these: 


The veto of a sewer recommendation 


for Summit and Harrison avenues. 


The vote to put the eight hour law 


for city employes1 before the people on 
the city election ballots. 


The ordering of the mayor to attend 


to the printing of the city reports, in- 
stead of the printing committee, ac- 
companied with criticism of the city 
solicitor. 


The announcement that next year's 


council would be called upon to revise 
all the city ordinances. 


The resignation of President Wil- 


kinson from the council, and the tri- 
butes to his ability from the council. 


The following councilmen were ab- 


sent when the meeting was called to 
crder: Broderick, 
Cutting, 
GaJlup, 


Crove, Ladam, Mignault, Whitaker. 
Councilman Broderick came in when 
the meeting was about half over. 


The Sewer Vote 


First came a communication from 


the mayor vetoing the action of the 
council on the matter of a sewer for 
Summit and Harrison avenues. The 
committee on streets had recom- 
mepded that the amount needed be 
put in the estimates for next year's 
expenses and the council had so voted. 
The mayor made a short explanation 
of his veto, saying that the matter had 
not been understood by the council. 
There is already a sewer on Summit 
avenue and only a few houses on 
it which have closets in the basements 
are unable to connect them with the 
sewer. 
This could be remedied by 


changing the closets to the first floors 
of the houses. 


Then there are five houses in a 


private way not connected with, any 
sewer. These houses should be con- 
nected, but It would be very unwise 
to set the precedent of having the 
city build such a sewer at a cost of 
from $1500 to $2000, because many per- 
sons have already built private sewers 
of a similar character, and if the city 
should do this, there would at once be 
many demands of a like nature, while 
the mayor had been notified that some 
of those who had built private sewers 
woivcl ask for rebate from the city. 


The council voted to postpone the 


rnattei 
indefinitely, 
and it will be 


considered by the next council. 


A communication from the mayor 


appointed Frank Craswell deputy elec- 
tion inspector to take the . place of 
Everett Gould, and Joseph McCarthy 
an election officer in ward 2 to correct 
a mistake in name in the first appoint- 
ment. 


The Eight-Hour taw 


'The petition from the Central Labor 
union to have the question as to 
whether the city would adopt the pro- 
visions of the eight hour law for city 
employes submitted at 
the coming 


election was presented. The commit- 
tee on finance, to which the matter was 
referred, 
was all 
ready to report 


favorably, having known that the 
matter was coming up and considered 
it before the meeting, and the council 
voted to have the question pu£ on the 
ballots. 


In voting for this. Col. BraceweiJ 


took occasion said he wished to qualify 
his vote. He believed in an eiglt hour 
day. when the time came that 
?)1 


could have it, but he did not think it 
was right to compel the. man who 
works 10 hours a day to pay the wages 
of a man working only eight hours. 


Councilman Amadon also spoke of 


the farmer who works 14 hours a day, 
and wondered when eight IJMur relief 
•would come to him. 


Who Doe» «Ue City Printing 


An order was introduced, authorizing 


the council committee on printing to 
receive the reports of the departments 
and have them printed and bound, 
this being -what was done in former 
years. 


Mr. Perry, chairman of the printing 


committee, then rose and asked for the 
reading of the report on the matter of 
using the union label on all city print- 
ing, which came up last March. He 
explained that the matter of printing 
reports he believed came under the 
duties of the executive rather than 
the legislative department. The re- 
port was read showing the stand that 
Mr. Perry had taken when the former 
matter came up, that the printing 
committee Had been doing the city 
report work illegally. Mr. Perry said 
he thought the council could only in- 
struct the executive department to do 
the work. 


Then followed a long discussion along 


the same lines as the discussion when 
the label matter waa brought up, in 
which sections 14 and 16 of the charter 
were freely used. 


Mr. McDonald said the same thing 


had been bothering the council every 
time a similar matter came up, and he 
thought the question ought to be de- 
cided. The council had once voted to 
asik the city solicitor to explain the 
relation of the two departments, and 
after several months of delay that in- 
dividual had simply referred the coun- 
cil back to the charter. The city soli- 
citor should be the legal adviser of the 
city and not merely an ornament. 


Mr. Whitney proposed that the clerk 


be instructed to do It, whereat Colonel 
Bracewell rose and said It wasn't right 
for the council to dump all the work 
on the clerk. 


There waa some trouble In finally 


getting any kind of a motion before 
the house, but Mr. Percy, after criti- 
cising the city solicitor along the same' 


lines that Mr. McDonald had taken. 
made the amendment that the print- 
Ing and binding of the city reports be 
placed In the hands of the mayor. 


This was carried, and Mr. Sykes 


asked what there was left for the 
printing committee to do. Mr. Perry 
said there wasn't much, but that It 
also acted as committee on ordinances. 


To Revive all Ordinances 


The committee on streets asked for 


more time on the matter of discon- 
tinuing a part of Hoosac street, saying 
they would report at the adjourned 
meeting. 


The committee on ordinances On the 


matter of an "up-to-dajte" building 
ordinance reported that the revision 
needed wag more complete than had 
been anticipated, and the committee 
thought it best to refer the matter to 
the next council, when all the ordin- 
ances will come up for revision. 


Mr. WllkluKou'K Resignation 


President Wilkinson then called Coun- 
cilman Whitney to the chair and ad- 
dressed the council from the floor. He 
said he had just been officially notified 
of hie 
nomination for 
may/w, and 


wished to say that it waa unsolicited 
by him, since the relations between 
himself and the council and the mayor 
had been so pleasant in every way 
then he could not easily 
think of 


severing- the connection. But the nom- 
iation caine in such a manner that it 
seemed his duty to accept and to ten- 
der his resignation. In filing this, he 
wished to thank the members of the 
council for the honor they had shown 
him in electing him president, and the 
help and kindness give him in the 
work and also to thank the clerk for 
the help he had been. 


This letter was then read by Clerk 


Brooker: 
Cha.rlesi g. Brooker, Esq., Clerk, 


North Adams council, 


My Bear Mr. Brooker, 


Having accepted the nomination giv- 


en me at the republican city conven- 
tion for the office of mayor, I hereby 
respectfully tender my resignation as 
a member of your honorable bady.

Mr. Craswell moved the acceptance 


of the resignation, and said that it was 
understood that Mr, Perry'a friends 
would circulate

The members 
of the council thfn 


spoke, each one briefly, of Mr. Wil- 
kinson's services In the council, es- 
pecially as Its president, and of the 
loss to the council in his leaving that 
body. The tributes that were paid to 
his abiliy and efficient services were 
ruch as any man might feel proud of 
in leaving the council, and the fact 
that the warmth of tribute was e lually 
marked from the democratic members 
of the council made it the more sin- 
C<M e. 


Col. Bracewell seconded the> motion 


to accept, saying that it was with the 
deepest regret that he did so. He wished 
to bear testimony to the kindness and 
quietness of the president. The council 
had been almost a Baptist meeting, so 
courteously had its business been tran- 
act/jd. He wished him God-speed, and 
even though there* were democratic 
members in the council, the entire 
council was almost on the verse of 
wishing him the samp in hii future 
career. 


Mr. Perry spoke of the reluctance at
